Every few days we hear of wage advances 
in industry, but for many months we have 
heard of no price advances for farmers. Price 
advances for everything the farmer raises are 
overdue, and all farmers should work and 
cooperate together to secure higher prices for 
what they produce.

Conserve The Soil 
HENEVER you find a farm with good 
rich soil, you find a prosperous farm. 
And whenever you find a soil all washed away 
and eroded, you find barren acres and hard- 
ship in the house. Building up the soil is 
most important for the farmer and most im- 
portant for his family. Civilizations of Meso- 
potamia and North Africa disappeared when 
the top soil washed away. The loss of top 
soil brings hunger and suffering. 

Uncle Sam observed this and for the past 
year, with the Soil Conservation Service, he 
has been aiding us farmers to build up our 
soil. First, we had to stop erosion and stop 
losing our top soil. Now we must keep 
eternally building up our soil. 

C. R. Patton of the Soil Conservation 
Service of Buncombe County and other soil 
conservation men are helping to call atten- 
tion to the importance of soil conservation by 
asking us all to observe Soil Stewardship 
Sunday on May 15. They suggest that we 
combine Soil Stewardship Sunday with the 
observance of Rural Life Sunday. It is easy 
to see the relationship between good soil and 
strong country churches. Whenever you have 
a township with good soil, you find a town- 
ship with good strong country churches. 
Whenever the soil is washed away, the 
churches commence to straggle. 


So let’s use Sunday, May 15, to emphasize 
the importance of good soil and to teach 
our children and our children’s children that 
we are stewards of the earth and should pass 
on the soil richer and better than when it 
came into our hands. 


The Burley Tobacco Problem 

AST YEAR burley growers produced 

120,000,000 pounds more than was con- 
sumed. If this high level of production is 
maintained, the market will be ruined. All 
burley growers realize that there must be a 
cut in production. 

Joseph Higdon, Treasurer of the Farmers 
Federation who is in charge of the Commodity 
Credit Support Program for the Farmers 
Federation, was appointed a member of an 
eight-state committee to make recommenda- 
tions as to the cut. Each member of this 
committee was asked to appoint one more 
man from his state in order to make a 16- 
member committee. Mr. Higdon appointed 
Charlie McCrary of Haywood County. 

A number of well attended meetings have 
been held, and majority opinion in Western 
North Carolina seems to be as follows: 

Ist. That there must be a cut, and it must 
be as high as 15 per cent on allot- 
ments above seven-tenths of an acre. 

2nd. That the penalty for production 
above allotment (red card tobacco) 
should be at least 75 per cent. 

3rd. That no cuts should be made on al- 
lotments of seven-tenths and less. 

Mr. Higdon and Mr. McCrary have taken 
these opinions to Washington. 


$33,000 Distributed To Burley Growers 
HE 1951 burley tobacco which was ac- 
quired by the Farmers’ Federation 
through the support price program of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation has been sold. 


This tobacco was sold at a price sufficient 
to pay the hauling, redrying, storage, etc., 
and leave a margin. 


Checks representing the proportion of 
each grower whose tobacco was taken in under 
this program have been mailed out to growers. 
These checks totaled more than $33,000. 


Up to date this tobacco support program 
has been carried on with no loss to the federal 
government. Joseph Higdon is in charge of 
this program for the Farmers Federation. 


A Record Profit Per Hen 


UST when poultrymen are finding it hard 

to make money with hens comes a record 

from our own friend and member, J. S. 
Stroupe, Hendersonville, R.F.D. 5. 


County agent D. W. Bennett tells us that 
Mr. Stroupe’s 439 hens averaged 216 eggs 
each during an 11 months’ period. His return 
above feed costs amounted to $5.66 per head. 
Can anybody beat this record? 


Mr. Stroupe is one of the best poultrymen 
in this entire section. He has made a steady 
profit from hens for many years. If anyone 
can beat this record, please write us about it. 


Produce More Eggs 


ESTERN North Carolina needs to pro-

ALL 
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April is the magic month of 
spring when all nature is growing 
green and the earth is being cloth- 
ed with fresh foliage and bright 
flowers. Truly, we can say with 
the hymn writers: “For the Beauty 
of the Earth, we raise our hymn 
of grateful praise” and “This is my 
Father’s World, and to my listen- 
ing ears, all nature sings.” 


Altho gardening activities get 
into full swing this month, we 
should never get too busy to ap- 
preciate the beauty all around us 
and to realize that we, as garden- 
ers, are cooperating with nature in 
making our little corner of the 
world a more beautiful place in 
which to live. 

As I write this in early March, 
we are having April-like weather 
with nice days to work outside, 
so that we should get ahead with 
our early spring jobs, and be 
ready to tackle the many others 
waiting to be done this month. 
Spring is so fleeting and growth 
so rapid that plants must be put 
in as early as possible. Soon it 
will be too late to put in this or 
that, so we must not tarry long 
at any one job. 

Perennial Borders 

It is hard to decide which is 
most important among our many 
garden chores this month, but per- 
haps, the perennial border which 
started active growth last month, 
should have first consideration. 
The beds should be cleaned up,

removing the last of the winter 
mulches and any dead or diseased 
material. Spread a dust covering of 
a complete fertilizer and work it 
in lightly being careful not to dam- 
age any roots near the surface or 
the tips of plants late to come 
through. 

All dividing and replanting of 
perennials should be completed 
this month or by May Ist. Some 
of this work was started last month 
among the hardier plants, but 
probably this month you will work 
on those needing yearly divisions, 
such as the hardy Asters, Shasta 
Daisies and Chrysanthemums. The 
latter, I usually start dividing the 
last of the month, taking up the 
old clumps and tearing apart the 
new shoots which I either pot or 
put in flats to get started before 
planting in their permanent beds 
in May. As the shoots begin to 
grow you can also start making 
cuttings this month. New plants 
that I order, I always pot and 
keep in a protected place to hard- 
en off for several days or a week 
or more before setting out since 
plants that come through the mail 
are quite tender. In the meantime, 
the beds for the “mums” can be 
thoroughly prepared, working in 
manure or some organic matter 
with a liberal application of Super- 
phosphate. 

Feeding 

Besides the perennial border, 
Roses should now have their first 
heavy feeding of the season, if 
not fed right after pruning. 

Azaleas will need feeding after 
flowering, using a special Azalea 
and Camellia fertilizer for best re- 
sults. When Azalea foliage is 
yellowish and the veins dark 
green, treat soil with mineral sup- 
plements, spraying leaves with iron 
sulphate, 1 tablespoon to a gallon 
of water. 

Before the foliage of the daffodil 
bulbs dies down they should be 
fed with a fertilizer high in potash 
and phosphate and low in nitrogen 
such as 2-10-10. 

All shrubs will benefit from a 
spring feeding, instead of existing 
as they usually do on a near star- 
vation diet. 

Liquid fertilizers may be used 
for boosters with all newly set out 
seedlings, used according to direc- 
tions. 

Seeding 

Just as March was cold frame 
month, April is outdoor seeding 
time for most of us. It is usually

The warm sunny days of early 
spring cause many to catch the 
fishing fever. And spring, rather 
than summer, is when you should 
fish. A few warm days in Febru- 
ary, March, and April brings the 
fish up from the deep water and 
they start feeding actively. The 
peak of the fishing in the mountain 
lakes of western North Carolina 
is usually the first week in May 
The weather is warm and the fisn 
are striking. Walleyed pike and 
smallmouth bass start striking 
first along with crappie. Large- 
mouth bass come up somewhat 
later but strike voraciously. 


This is the time the night craw- 
ler comes into his own. Night 
crawlers and spring lizards are ex- 
cellent for early fishing. Night 
crawlers should be hooked through 
one end, using only one large 
crawler at a time. A flyrod or 
spinning rod is best. Toss the 
crawler in close to the bank and 
let it sink slowly. When it nears 
the bottom bring it in slowly. Care 
must be used when a strike is felt, 
and the fish should be allowed to 
run a short way and get the hook 
in his mouth before striking. 
Spring lizards should be hooked 
through the mouth and out behind 
the foreleg and fished in the same 
manner as with the crawler. This 
method is quite successful when 
the fisherman walks the bank and

casts up ahead and about 15 or 
20 feet out. 

Both night crawlers and lizard 
are excellent for still fishing off 
some rocky point where the water 
is deep. It has been the author’s 
experience that most smallmouth 
are caught on the points, large- 
mouths in the coves, and pike any- 
where. 

Certain artificial lures are dead- 
ly at this time of year. One of 
the most popular and successful 
is the eelet, a French manufactur- 
ed spinning lure. Its action in the 
water is much the same as a spring 
lizard and all species of game 
fish will take it. The jointed L&S 
bassmaster is a springtime favorite 
and rightly so. It is particularly 
good for trolling. By May the 
fish will take top water lures 
readily. Some of the better plugs

are the Jitterbug, Hula Popper and 
Dalton Special. The most sport, 
however, can be had with a pop- 
ping bug on a fly rod. 


All species seem sportier at this 
season and unsurpassed for eating. 
Cut around the dorsal and pector- 
al fins and pull them out. Then 
cut through the skin along the 
back, stomach and back of gill 
cover and pull the skin off. Split 
the fish down the back and then 
quarter. Large fish and the pieces 
with the backbone in it may need 
to be cut again so that it will not 
curl. Roll the pieces in corn meal 
and be sure the grease is good and 
hot before dropping the fish in. 
Freshly caught spring fish will 
fry in a very short time and can- 
not be beat. While all are excel- 
lent, walleyed pike are the best of 
all. Fry your fish on the lake 
shore. Drift wood is plentiful 
and it is an unforgettable exper- 
ience.

Beat egg in mixing bowl; add 
meat, salt and onion; mix well. 
Grease small 8” iron skillet 
Lightly pat 4% of meat over bottom 
of skillet.

cover with rest of meat and pat 
smooth. Sprinkle top with pepper. 
Cut into four pie shaped pieces. 
Cook meat loaf for about fifteen 
minutes over fairly high flame on 
top of the range, until bottom is 
browned.

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rotary-knife cutters will cut most 
anything up to a certain size, de- 
pending on the tractor’s power, 
and will shred it to pieces, so that 
the cut material is not shading the 
grass that remains. The sickle or 
vibrating-knife mower works well 
in tall grass or weeds, but it does 
not shred the cut material. 


Thus, you as a poultryman can 
consider the importance to you of 
tilling soil, aerating litter, hauling 
supplies, and mowing weeds and 
grass in making a selection of one 
of these machines. Certainly, get 
one that will do everything that 
needs to be done on your place. 


Greater Horsepower Variation 


We find not only various types 
of small garden tractors but also 
a great variation in the horsepower 
of the engines. If you get one 
with too few horsepower units, 
you will feel rather frustrated 
when you really want to work. 
You will not want to waste your 
time trailing an undersized unit 
that gives you the feeling that you 
need to push it. But there comes 
a point where you can get the 
machine so big that you, or your 
wife, can no longer be the boss, 
that is, it can be hard work to 
control a walking garden plow 
with more than three horsepower.

As a poultryman, you probably 
do some spraying, either of your 
broiler or laying houses or of 
some fruit trees. A garden tractor 
can be very handy in operating a 
small weed-sprayer type of pump. 
And if you have weeds on your 
range land or around the fences, 
this garden - tractor ~ powered 
spraying rig is very useful in 
killing weeds with herbicides. A 
one-horse-power tractor engine 
driving a rotary gear pump can 
easily provide you with pressure 
and volume to spray quite tall 
trees, and to clean up 
waterers and feeders.

If you live in the more northern 
parts of the United States, you 
will appreciate the ability of the 
small garden tractor, equipped 
with chains, to push snow from 


your walks, paths, and driveways. 
Some push the snow; others blow 
or throw it to the side.

There are only about a half- 
dozen engine makes used on gar- 
den tractors.

Belt Clutch Simplest

part that wears is the belt, and 
belts are quite inexpensive to re- 
place. 


The friction clutch is not as 
simple. Here two clutch faces are 
pressed together when operating 
and pulled apart at idle. Of 
course, after a period of time, you 
will have to make adjustments 
and perhaps replace the clutch 
linings. This clutch type may be 
more desirable, but it will cost 
more at the start and be more ex- 
pensive to maintain. 


The centrifugal clutch is handy 
because all you need to do is speed 
up your engine and the clutch parts 
engage automatically. When you 
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idle the engine, the tractor will 
stop. You should have little trouble 
with this clutch type. 

After you have made a selection 
of one or two of these machines, 
take good care of it. Use good 
oil and clean gasoline. As all the 
tractor engines are air cooled, you 
do not need to worry about the 
cooling system, except to 
straw or grass away 
cooling fins.

Good Start for a Good Day 





The average American family 
shown above is illustrating how 
to avoid jangled nerves, lowered 
efficiency, lack of energy and dull 
wits. 

They are doing it simply enough 
by eating a good breakfast. For, 
according to nutrition experts, all 
those symptoms can result if you 
skip or skimp breakfast. 

Speaking to his board of gover- 
nors, Curtiss H. Scott, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., chairman of the Amer- 
ican Bakers Association, recently 
related numerous findings on what 
happens when you start omitting 
the first meal of the day, or cut- 
ting it down to a minimum. 

Studies have shown that people 
who omit breakfast lose efficiency 
around mid-morning. They make 
more mistakes in their work, slow 
up generally. Children show less 
response in school than do those 
who eat a complete breakfast. 

Scott figured that a loss of ten 
minutes per day per person as a 
result of poor breakfast habits 
can account for 43,000 lost man 
hours per year in a company em- 
ploying 1,000 persons, as one ex-

He quoted from a number of 
eminent authorities who empha- 
size that the human body cannot 
stay efficient if it does not receive 
food between the evening meal 
and lunch the next day.

University who notes that bodily 
stores are reduced during the 
night and if they are not replen- 
ished by adequate breakfast, 
weakness, irritability and reduced 
stamina result. 

And what is a good breakfast? 
Nutritionists list fruit or juice, 
cereal, eggs and breakfast meat, 
toast and your usual morning bev- 
erage with milk preferred. 

That kind of a breakfast pro- 
vides a suitable proportion of the 
body’s requirements for the day 
ahead in protein, calories, calcium, 
vitamins and minerals and other 
elements. 

It makes a good start for a good 
day and can be a strong factor in 
building a healthier people for a 
healthier nation, the baking in- 
dustry leader comments.

safe after the 15th of April to sow 
out-doors any of the tender an- 
nuals that were not sown in the 
cold frame in March, altho be 
prepared to cover them in case 

of-a late frost or freeze. 
Transplanting & Planting 

Annual seedlings planted indoors 
or in the cold frame last month 
will need transplanting or thinning 
out and hardening off before they 
are ready to put into permanent 
beds. If you haven’t sufficient 
cold frame space, transplant into 
flats that can be protected. Great 
care is needed in handling tender 
seedlings so that they will not be 
damaged by exposure to sun or 
wind. Plants should be watered 
well before moving and at time 
of planting and frequently after- 
wards until the plants are fully 
established. 

Most bedding plants purchased 
from a nurseryman can go in this

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month. Some low growing annuals 
may be planted in the bulb beds 
to take over after bulbs are gone. 
Bulb foliage may be plaited or 
tied in one loop to prevent them 
from sprawling over the bed. 

Most trees and shrubs were 
planted last month as the dead- 
line, with the exception of Azaleas, 
which, often, are put in while in 
bloom. 


Pruning 

All Spring blooming shrubs that 
have finished blooming should be 
pruned now so that new blooming 
wood may be set before fall. Vines, 
especially, need to be cut back 
to induce better bloom, and control 
growth. 

Pest Control 

Altho spraying and_ dusting 
should have started last month 
on Peonies, Roses, Phlox and Del- 
phinium, it really gets under way 
this month. For fungus diseases, 
Bordeaux and fermate are still 
good for blight on leaves and buds, 
altho Ferbam and Captan are 
newer, the latter especially recom- 
mended for Roses. For insect pests, 
use Chlordane dust for most in- 
sects in the ground such as ants, 
chinch bugs and root maggots. It 


will also discourage moles if 
sprinkled in the rows _ before 
planting. Boxwoods should be 


sprayed in early April with D.D.T. 
for leaf minor and again 2 or 3 
weeks later. Aphids, red spider, 
and most other pests may be con- 
trolled with Malathion or Lindane. 
Summer Bulbs 

Check your list of summer bulbs 
that you may want to plant as 
soon as the soil is warm such as 
Cannas, Caladiums, Ismene (peru- 
vian daffodils), tigridias, tuberoses, 
tuberous Begonias, Montbretias, 
Dahlias and Gladiolus. Prepara- 
tion for the planting of the last 
two—main stays of the summer 
garden—should begin this month. 
If you want some early “glads”, 
you should start planting by the 
end of the month, and continue 
every few weeks thru June. Be

sure corms have been cleaned and 
dusted with D.D.T. before plant- 
ing. Try some of the minature 
“glads”, if you have never grown 
them before. 

Dahlias should be gotten out of 
storage and inspected. If “eyes” 
are not showing, place in flats of 
wet sand so you can tell better how 
to divide after they have started 
to sprout. Prepare holes at least 
8 inches deep in which to plant 
these, working in some humus in 
the bottom, so that all will be in 
readiness for planting by May lst.

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filled with ensilage in approxi- 
mately two weeks. It almost goes 
without saying that this has result- 
ed in a considerably large saving in 
building and labor costs. 

“Grass silage stored in a trench 
silo without chopping is the best 
and cheapest feed for my Angus 
cattle,’ Morgan points out. He 
says it is high in protein contents 
and can be fed economically with 
chop roughage such as stover or 
straw. 

First, the hay is mown and load- 
ed on trucks with a hay loader. 
It is unloaded at the silo by hand, 
a time-consuming operation that 
Morgan hopes to improve during 
the coming months. 

A 24 inch layer of hay is placed 
in the bottom of the trench and 
allowed to heat over-night before 
packing. After the ensilage is put 
in the silo, it is covered with 
building paper and a layer of 
earth. Then—probably the most 
important part of the process—it 
is packed down solidly with a 
tractor. 

“You can’t make a mistake if 
you pack and cover your ensilage 
well to keep out air,” Morgan says. 

Storing the ensilage unchopped 
and without preservatives permits 
easier and more practical feeding. 
At Oak Leaf Farms one man can 
chop and haul enough ensilage in 
approximately three hours to feed 
50 head of cattle for two days if 
the animals are fed once a day. 
The ends of the silo are especially 
designed to allow trucks to load 
and unload silage. 

As far as preservatives are con- 
cerned, Morgan reports that only 
a very small amount of ensilage 
spoiled in the sides of the silo 
where the earth was uneven. 

One of the big advantages of 
using a trench silo is that the 
ensilage can be stored safely in 
wet weather. If it rains while the 
silo is being packed, it is best 
to wait until it dries off before 
resuming with the packing. 

All the equipment needed for 
this operation is a haymower, hay 
loader, truck and tractor. 

Presently, Morgan is using a 
mixture of alfalfa, Ladino-Orch- 
ard grass and oats for ensilage. 
This mixture adequately filled his

An Inspiring Example 
In the Lord’s Acre Work 
The Sardis Methodist Youth 
Fellowship of Buncombe County, 
under the helpful guidance of its 
counsellors, and with Miss Virgin- 
ia Holcombe leading its member- 
ship, is setting a truly Christian 
example to youth groups. It is 
demonstrating the Christian virtue 
of persistence in good works. 
This M.Y.F. group raised dedi- 
cated popcorn which yielded a 
good crop of about 15 bushels. 
However, upon seeking to sell the 
popcorn, the group found that 
commercial popcorn, which is 
guaranteed as to moisture content 
and other qualities, had largely 
controlled the market. Therefore, 
it took a great deal of effort, over 
some months, to dispose of the 
crop. It was somewhat disheart- 
ening. 


In the end, the financial results 
were good. Not only did the crop 
clear $65.00, with which a piano 
was bought for the recreation 
room, but also a friend in the 
church was so impressed by the 
efforts of the group that he made 
the M.Y.F. a gift of $50. This 
has provided a balance of $80 in 


the treasury, to be used for the 
purchase of an aisle carpet. 


Even though the membership is 
happy about the final results, the 
remembrance of their difficulty in 
selling the popcorn might well 
have discouraged them from un- 
dertaking another Lord’s Acre pro- 
ject. Not so, this group! They 
have secured the necessary land 
and will plant it in roasting corn, 
with the purpose of helping to com- 
plete construction upon the front 
of the church. 





Helpful Results Gained 
On Brevard Methodist Circuit 


Horse Shoe Methodist Church, 
Henderson County, reports through 
Mrs. Carl Brannon that the church 
received $228 clear from an acre 
of beans, and that $95 was turned 
in from individual projects, mak- 
ing a total of $323.

A GROWING EMPHASIS UPON THE LORD’S HOUR PLAN 
Some time ago a very interesting request came to the office 
of the religious department from a church leader in New York 
City. He wrote about as follows: “Our office is receiving fre- 
quent requests for a plan like the Lord’s 
Acre plan which will be suitable for 
churches in industrial areas. Would you 
be willing to prepare a publication which 
could be effectively used by such church- 
es?” 
Providentially, the factual material for 
such a publication was at hand, through 
our experience with the Lord’s Hour plan 
and through our knowledge of Vocational 
Giving. An illustrated leaflet was prepar- 
ed, with a leading descriptive paragraph: 
“The Lord’s Hour plan is the giving of 
the first hour’s wage, or portion of salary, 
at the beginning of each week; or, where

with worldly interests, with the tendency to produce an 
‘emptiness of the soul’... The Bible, from Old Testament times, 
has spoken against this. ‘For my people have committed two 
evils; they have forsaken me the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can hold no 
water.’ (Jeremiah 2:13). ... The New Testament, following the 
older Scriptures, carries the continued call for a complete dedica- 
tion of life. Christ said, ‘If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow me.’ (Luke 
9:23) St. Paul wrote, ‘Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or 
whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God.’ (I Corinthians 10:31) 

Another sub-title, “Examples of the Lord’s Hour Plan,” has 
this paragraph: “Rev. Fred Forester, who had enlisted his mem- 
bers in Lord’s Acre projects in a Baptist country church in 
North Carolina, adopted the Lord’s Hour plan in a church in a 
mill community. In two years, in addition to special offerings 
for a new church building, more than $2,000 had been placed 
in a miniature church as shown on the title page. He states 
that those participating felt the presence of the Lord; especially 
in ‘The Lord’s Hour,’ as they worked; and then as they deposited 
their offering.”
